Committee to 
debate help 
for riders on 
low incomes

If Jocelyn McGillis bought a 
monthly transit pass, she said she 
wouldn’t be able to buy enough 
groceries to live. 

McGillis recently was let go 
from her job, but used to work 
part-time at a Whyte Avenue 
boutique. She said she found it 
hard to afford a bus pass even 
when she was working, and 
would sometimes hop on the 
LRT without paying — if she 
couldn’t afford to pay to get to 
work that day. 

A transit pass “makes sense 
if you use the (pass) twice a day, 


but the $89 monthly cost can be 
a lot if you’re only making $10 
or $11 an hour,” she said. 

Next week a city council com¬ 
mittee will debate creating a 
transit pass for low-income rid¬ 
ers. Ideas are for a $35, $45 or 
$57 pass, offered to recent im¬ 
migrants, children under govern¬ 
ment care, low-income families 
and Assured Income for the Se¬ 
verely Handicapped (AISH) recipi¬ 
ents. If the city creates the pass, 
revenue losses are inevitable: A 
loss of anywhere from $1.6 mil¬ 
lion to $6.4 milhon is projected 
in a report that will be provided 
to council. 

The flipside is riders. A $35 
monthly pass for low income 
Edmontonians would mean an 
extra 1.3 million rides on transit 
from these new pass users alone, 
according to the same report. 

Council committee members 
will have to make a decision to 
go ahead with the low-income 
transit pass pilot program on 
Wednesday. 
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Call it a cottage, 
a lodge or a chalet...

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Shedding light on coyotes 



was launched in 2009 as a way 
to understand why coyotes come 
into the city. 

Murray said past research sug¬ 
gests most coyotes try to avoid 
human contact, eat rodents and 
rabbits, and tend to be nocturnal. 

“There are a few coyotes that 
live in residential areas, seek 
out food in alleys, use people’s 
backyards. These are the coy¬ 
otes that people report to au¬ 
thor- ities and make people 


Murray’s research was based 
on samples from 19 coyotes col¬ 
lared for the project. Through 
hair samples, the team was able 
to determine the animals’ diet. 

“What’s especially useful for 
us is that a lot of human pro¬ 
cessed food has a lot of corn 
in it,” she said, noting it’s easy 
to identify animals with a lot 
of com in their diet are eating 
garbage, human food or com- 
nost. 

“When we got the 
data back from all of 
these animals, we found 
that disease was real¬ 
ly the (thing) that dif¬ 
ferentiated these ani¬ 
mals the most,” Murray 
added. 

The study found 
that coyotes with 
mange used com¬ 
mercial or residen¬ 
tial areas five times 
more than healthy 
coyotes and were 
twice as active dur¬ 
ing the day. 

Project lead and 
U of A professor 
Colleen Cassady St. 
Clair said this study 
has helped answer a lot 
of lingering questions. 
“It feels like a lot of 
things that we’ve been 
suspecting for a long time are 
clicking into place,” she said. 

Moving forward, Murray 
hopes the research can offer Ed¬ 
montonians an idea on what to 
avoid keeping in their yards, like 
compost, garbage, and sealing 
up potential nesting areas to 
keep coyotes out of city neigh¬ 
bourhoods.

Sick animals 
more likely to 
wander into 
urban areas

Some might consider them pests, 
but new research from the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta has found that 
residents in Edmonton are more 
likely to encounter sick or fee¬ 
ble coyotes than their healthy 
counterparts. 

Produced by PhD student Mau¬ 
reen Murray, the research is the 
latest finding from the Ed¬ 
monton Urban Coyote 
project, which

How do you collar a 
coyote? Carefully. But ser¬ 
iously, the Urban Coyote 
Project follows several 
steps when collaring 
coyotes for research. 

1. The coyote is first 
caught using a specially 
designed foothold trap. 


2. Using a long pole at¬ 
tached to a cable, the 
team places the rope 
around the animal's neck. 

3. The animal's legs and 
muzzle are restrained with 
zip ties and duct tape. 

4. The collar is applied. 

5. The coyote is untied and 
set free.

Researcher Maureen Murray 
said one coyote that was 
collared for the project had 
to be euthanized because it 
wouldn't leave a residential 
backyard. Researchers soon 
discovered the animal's 
stomach was full of Cheer- 
ios, which helped to inspire 
the research.

City to 
track bike 
lane use

The city is considering track¬ 
ing how well its bike routes 
are used after previous instal¬ 
lations of bike lanes didn’t go 
over well with Edmontonians. 

By looking at 12 other cit¬ 
ies in North America for in¬ 
spiration, city officials are sug¬ 
gesting they review bike routes 
in one area each year, specif¬ 
ically looking at usage but 
also design flaws that might 
emerge. 

The suggestion comes after 
the 2013 installation of bike 
lanes at 40 Avenue, 95 Avenue 
and 106 Street. 

Those received mixed re¬ 
views after a limited consul¬ 
tation process on the routes 
and what some have said is 
low usage of the routes. 

Strathcona resident Joanne 
Booth said there has been a 
need to educate drivers about 
bike lanes in the past prior to 
them being installed. 

But she said coming up with 
measurements and guidelines 
will help drivers know just how 
important bike routes are to 
other Edmontonians. 

“They’re going to get the 
same questions from drivers 
every time this comes up. If 
(the guidelines are) in place, 
I think it will make a tran¬ 
sition to adding a bike lane 
to another existing roadway 
smoother,” said Booth. 

Edmonton city researchers 
have said there were no cities 
that have performance goals 
for ridership on bike routes. 

“(Bi)cycle networks in North 
American cities are in their in¬ 
fancy,” reads a report heading 
to council April 22.

As Edmonton welcomes hints 
of spring across the city, some 
residents are worried about 
an uglier side of the warmer 
season — the return of street 
harassment. 

To take back the street, so 
to speak, local advocacy group 


Hollaback! Alberta is hosting 
Edmonton’s first ever Chalk 
Walk on Saturday. 

On a Chalk Walk, partici¬ 
pants walk and write their per¬ 
sonal tales of harassment on 
sidewalks with chalk. 

Lauren Alston, founder of 
the Hollaback! Alberta chapter, 
said she was inspired to start 
the advocacy group in Edmon¬ 
ton by her life experiences. 

“It wasn’t necessaiy just one 
(experience), it was basically 
multiple instances of street 
harassment,” Alston said. 

“Whether it’s walking to 
school or walking to work 
and it’s not just catcalls — 
but actually being groped, 
being followed, being threat¬ 
ened.” 


Street harassment, as de¬ 
fined by New York-based Hol¬ 
laback!, is unwelcome inter¬ 
actions between strangers that 
invade a person’s physical or 
emotional space. 

“It was something I experi¬ 
enced, something my friends 
experience, it’s something 
that is prevalent in our city 
and across Alberta,” said Al¬ 
ston. 

Alston said Saturday’s event 
is meant to offer bystanders 


and participants a look at how 
often street harassment is tak¬ 
ing place on city streets. 

“It really brings a lens to 
what’s occurring on our street, 
when the exact incident is writ¬ 
ten on the street where it oc¬ 
curred. 

“It brings a reality to it, 
where a lot of people who 
brush it off and say it’s not a 
big deal,” she said. 

Beyond marking the side¬ 
walk with personal experi¬ 


ences, Hollaback! is offering 
an online reporting tool. 

People can report where and 
when they experience street 
harassment on a virtual map. 

An app is also available, 
where the exact GPS coordin¬ 
ates can pinpoint where street 
harassment happens. 

“We’re constantly gathering 
data of where this is occurring, 
how this makes people feel,” 
said Alston.

A disqualified Progressive Con¬ 
servative candidate has sent 
sworn statements from 27 sup¬ 
porters to party officials in a 
bid to show he met the require¬ 
ments to contest the nomina¬ 
tion in Edmonton-Ellerslie. 

The documents, obtained by 
Metro this week, each contain 
a name, signature, address and 
some have a phone number. 
All were notarized on either 
Feb. 18 or 19. 

It was on Feb. 18 that Balraj 
Manhas, president of the United 
Cabbies Association, claims he 
was informed by party officials 
that he could either withdraw 
from the Ellerslie nomination 
or be publicly disqualified, as 
his papers lacked the required 
25 signatures. 

Manhas said he felt “co¬ 
erced” into taking his name 
off the ballot and only did so 
on the promise of a full inves¬ 
tigation by the party. His deci¬ 
sion led to the acclamation of 
incumbent Naresh Bhardwaj 
as the candidate. But the con¬ 
troversy was far from over, as 
Metro was provided with two 
statutoiy declarations from two 
Manhas supporters, claiming 
they’d been approached by a 
proxy operating on behalf of 
Bhardwaj who attempted to 


mislead them and, in one case, 
offer a bribe. 

PC officials said an internal 
investigation turned up no evi¬ 
dence of wrongdoing on Bhard¬ 
waj’s part, but the incumbent 
has since withdrawn from the 
election and filed a $1-million 
lawsuit against one of his ac¬ 
cusers, Balbir Sidhu. 

But Manhas said the sworn 
statements he gathered are 
proof he should have been 
allowed to run. He said he 
held off on go¬ 
ing public with 
the documents 
to give both the 
party and Edmon¬ 
ton police, who

Manhas also provided a Feb. 
19 email in which he wrote a 
letter to a party vice-president 
and supplied electronic copies 
of the sworn statements. He 
said the only response he’s re¬ 
ceived was a Feb. 26 email from 
party president Terri Beaupre, 
which was also provided. 

“Your concerns expressed 
regarding the nomination in 
Edmonton-Ellerslie have been 
brought to my attention,” she 
wrote at the time. 

“I have them 
and will look 
into them.” 

But the PC 
party stuck to 
its guns when

But he said the 

party got on his last nerve 
when PC leader Jim Prentice 
said on the campaign trail last 
week that “I believe, at the end 
of the day, Mr. Bhardwaj will 
be totally innocent.” 

“How can he say that when 
the police investigation is on?” 

Manhas said Thursday. “That 
means he’s just trying to in¬ 
fluence that police investiga¬ 
tion. So, I was veiy shocked. I 
learned a big lesson.” 

In an effort to be thor¬ 
ough, Metro reached out to 
every Manhas supporter that 
included a phone number in 
their statutoiy declaration. At 
press time, 18 of them had 
been reached and all confirmed 
they’d signed his original nom¬ 
ination papers. The names 
on the declarations were also 
cross-referenced with photos of 
his original nomination papers 
that were previously provided.

“We stand by the results of 
our original investigation and 
look forward to getting Harman 
Kandola elected in Edmonton- 
Ellerslie,” party executive dir¬ 
ector Kelley Charlebois said 
in an email. 

Kandola was named the can¬ 
didate after Bhardwaj’s with¬ 
drawal. 

Manhas, meanwhile, said 
he’s cut all ties with the PC 
party after 12 years. 

“One thing is clear — this 
party is controlled only by a 
few people . . . the grassroots 
workers, they have no say and 
they don’t even honour them,” 
he said, before addressing those 
planning to cast ballots on May. 

“Vote for any non-PC party — 
whichever — we need a strong 
opposition in Alberta,” he said. 
“This is not fair for anybody.”

Ailing hospital a 
central election issue

Misericordia 
has suffered 
from slew of 
problems 

The challenges in Alberta’s 
health-care system become 
concrete at the Misericordia 
Hospital in the Edmonton 
Meadowlark riding. 

According to AHS’s own 
assessment, the 45-year-old 
building has major issues that 
“interfere with patient care 
and lead to daily crisis man¬ 
agement.” 

The facility has suffered 
from frequent sewage leaks, 
concern about mold, fail¬ 
ing elevators and an obso¬ 
lete medical gas system that 
can’t meet even minimum 
standards. 

While the province has 


committed some funding 
to renovate the emergency 
room and make other urgent 
repairs, funding for a total 
overhaul was missing in the 
most recent budget. 

Liberal candidate Dan Bild- 
hauer is trying to hold the rid¬ 


ing for the party after leader 
Raj Sherman stepped down. 
He said concerns about the 
building loom large on the 
campaign trail. 

“The province has been re¬ 
quired to invest in that build¬ 
ing for a long time,” he said. 


“People look at it as though 
it has been abandoned by the 
government.” 

PC candidate Katherine 
O’Neill said she would make 
the hospital among her top 
priorities and is glad the gov¬ 
ernment has committed to 
studying what should happen 
with the building. 

“Everyone knows that it 
has to be dealt with. It’s just 
making that decision that 
is right for the community 
as quickly as we can do it, 
but without making any mis¬ 
takes,” she said. 

O’Neill said she’s dis¬ 
appointed more hasn’t been 
done, but that’s why the gov¬ 
ernment’s plan looks at set¬ 
ting a new financial course for 
the province so these invest¬ 
ments can be made. 

“We need to dramatically 
change the way we do things, 
but that’s why I am here.”

Pockets get deeper 
during campaign 


The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives ride into this election 
with a veritable pile of cash, 
but the real surprise is that 
the NDP seems to have made 
it rain this year. 

Elections Alberta released 
first-quarter financial num¬ 
bers Thursday, and they show 
the Conservatives raised 
$825,318, just a slight in¬ 
crease from the same time 
last year. 

The NDP, on the other 
hand, raised $406,883, well 
up from just $124,000 in the 
same period last year. 

Bob Murray, the vice- 
president of policy with the 
Frontier Centre, said the PC’s 


gains were expected. 

“This was one of the big 
appeals of Jim Prentice. He 
is able to get donations. He 
re-invigorated the party,” he 
said. 

Murray said the NDP surge 
has a lot to do with a lack of 
other options on the left of 
the political spectrum. 

“People are looking for a 
progressive alternative and 
realistically the only one 
there is the NDP,” he said.

Wildrose needs to do more: LGBT advocate 


A day after the Wildrose Party 
ejected candidate Russ Kuyken¬ 
dall for his blog that accused 
“gay activists” of pushing their 
agenda on churches, an LGBT 
advocate said the party needs 
to do more. 

In 2007, Kuykendall, the now 
former Wildrose candidate for 
Calgaiy Varsity, wrote on the 
Western Standard’s blog about 
a pride brunch in the city, and 
accused organizers of tiying to 
provoke a reaction by holding 


it at the St. Andrew’s Centre, 
which is connected to a church. 

Upon hearing of the blog, Wil¬ 
drose leader Brian Jean immedi¬ 
ately ejected Kuykendall. 

In the 2012 campaign, former 
Wildrose Leader Danielle Smith 
faced criticism when she refused 
to toss Edmonton candidate Al¬ 
lan Hunsperger for his blog post, 
which warned Satan was setting 
a “trap” for gays and they would 
suffer in a “lake of fire.” 

Kris Wells, director of the Insti¬ 


tute for Sexual Minorities Studies 
and Services, said Jean’s response 
is a basic first step, but would like 
to see more support for diversity 
in the party’s policies. 

“It’s one thing to simply get 
rid of candidates — it is another 
to incorporate those values in 
your party principles.” 

But Bob Murray, vice-president 
of research at the Frontier Cen¬ 
tre, said Jean’s move was polit¬ 
ically astute. “You don’t want 
to keep these people around, 


because they’re ultimately poi¬ 
sonous come election time.” 

Seemingly bouncing from one 
controversy to the next, Jean also 
faced questions Thursday about 
an election candidate who en¬ 
couraged supporters to “bring 
your wife’s pie” to a fundrais¬ 
ing bake sale. 

People on social media, includ¬ 
ing members of rival campaigns, 
blasted the invitation as sexist.

Edmonton cyclists will have to 
leave their padded bike shorts 
behind on June 13, when the 
city hosts its first ever World 
Naked Bike Ride.

It’s been 21 months since Ca¬ 
role Torresan lost her two sons, 
but she said the pain hasn’t 
gotten easier. 

Torresan’s 17-year-old son 
Dalin and 14-year-old son Lo¬ 
gan were killed in 2013 when 
their 1996 Saturn SL1 Sedan 
was struck by a pickup truck 
just east of Edmonton. Nearly 
two years later, the family is 
struggling to keep their house 
intact. 

When asked how the family 
has coped, Torresan sighed. 
“The problem is, the answer 
is not what people want to 
hear,” she said. “I always avoid 


this question like the plague, 
because people want to hear 
you’re doing OK and that you’re 
starting to move forward. 

“It’s just not the reality. The 
reality is eveiy day that goes by 
is worse because you’re realiz¬ 


ing they’re not coming home,” 
she said, her voice shaking. 

Last summer, one year after 
the accident, the family learn¬ 
ed their house’s roof needed 
to be replaced. Coupled with 
the grief of mourning their 


sons, Torresan said the family 
is struggling to pay for the 
$80,000 bill needed to replace 
the flat roof. 

A memorial has been 
planned for Saturday to hon¬

“Every single thing I do, 
every single day of my life, is 
to make my boys proud,” said 
Torresan.

Report prompts 
apology from CBC 


JIANGHOMESHI 

Investigation 
launched after 
allegations 
surfaced 

A scathing report detailing the 
failure of CBC managers to stop 
star radio host Jian Ghomeshi’s 
alleged inappropriate workplace 
behaviour elicited a profuse apol¬ 
ogy Thursday from its president. 

A humbled Hubert Lacroix of¬ 
fered his “sincere and unqualified 
apology to our employees and 
to Canadians” as findings of a 
52-page report were revealed, 
including allegations that the 
disgraced Ghomeshi belittled 
colleagues, played cruel pranks 
and, in a “small number of cases,” 
sexually harassed them. 

The report, which redacted 
portions that could identify 
employees, also concluded that 
Ghomeshi’s managers knew 
about inappropriate behaviour 
but failed to act or hold the for¬ 
mer Qhost accountable. 

“The findings of this report are 
troubling, they’re disappointing 


and they point to lapses in our 
system and concerns about our 
culture,” Lacroix said. 

Outside investigator Janice 
Rubin interviewed 99 people 
over five months to prepare the 
report, which proposed nine 
recommendations that include 
a confidential hotline for employ¬ 
ees and a “respect-at-worlc and 
human-rights” ombudsperson. 

The investigation was 
launched after CBC fired Ghome¬ 
shi in October, saying there was 
“graphic evidence” he had caused 
physical injuiy to a woman. 

Claims eventually emerged 
from more than a dozen women 
who alleged sexual or physical 
assault. Ghomeshi has admitted 
in a Faceboolc posting that he 
engaged in “rough sex” but in¬ 
sisted it was always consensual. 

Ghomeshi faces seven counts 
of sexual assault and one of over¬ 
coming resistance by choking. 

Rubin’s report listed several 
alleged transgressions that in¬ 
itially went unpunished, most 
of them non-sexual in nature 
such as chronic lateness, being 
“moody and temperamental” 
and “critical and mean” to co-

workers. 

According to the report, a ma¬ 
jority of witnesses who worked 
with Ghomeshi described “a pat¬ 
tern of behaviour and conduct” 
that was “deeply disrespectful 
to employees,” however some 
witnesses reported have “no dif¬ 
ficulty” working with him.

Stephen Harper’s name sur¬ 
faced at the Mike Duffy trial 
Thursday as court heard from a 
string of contractors who were 
paid through a taxpayer-funded 
account that the suspended 
senator allegedly used to skirt 
finance rules. 

A former intern, a makeup 
artist and a personal trainer all 
described being paid by com¬ 
panies run by Duffy’s long-time 
friend Gerald Donohue for servi¬ 
ces they provided to the senator 
— and in one case, to the prime 
minister as well. 

The cheques form the basis 
for six of 30 fraud and breach 


of trust charges faced by Duffy, 
in addition to a single count of 
bribery involving a cheque that 
came from Harper’s former chief 
of staff. Duffy has pleaded not 
guilty to all of the charges. 

Duffy and the prime minister 
had their makeup done together 
ahead of a G8/G10 event on Par¬ 
liament Hill and the bill was paid 
by Maple Ridge Media, a com¬ 
pany established by Donohue 
that the Crown alleges was given 
$65,000 worth of taxpayer money 
to help Duffy skirt Senate rules. 

Cheques cut by Maple Ridge 
included $300 sent to Lambert, 
who had known Duffy for years 
in his role at CTV. 

She was first called to do his 
makeup as a senator in 2009, for 
a photo shoot, and Duffy told her 
to send him the invoice person¬ 
ally. A letter introduced earlier 
in court from the Senate showed 
the expense wasn’t approved. 

In 2010, he called again - this 


time to do makeup for both him 
and Harper at a televised G8/G10 
event on Parliament Hill. He told 
her to send her $300 invoice to 
Maple Ridge. 

Last week, a government 
source told The Canadian Press 
that the makeup services Harper 
received that day weren’t paid 
for by taxpayers. 

On Thursday, Lambert told a 
different stoiy. 

“On this occasion of the G8, 
did Prime Minister Harper pay 
you anything for the services 
he received, or did you take the 
$300 to be payment in respect 
to the services you provided the 
prime minister?” asked Duffy’s 
lawyer Donald Bayne. 

“Yes, your latter,” Lambert 
answered.

VIETNAM WAR 

Objectors were 
'best-educated 
group’ ever to 
immigrate 

When 22-year-old Bill King re¬ 
turned home to Indiana in 1968 
to visit his parents after a stint 
as Janis Joplin’s music direc¬ 
tor, the FBI was there waiting 
for him. 

King’s father, a Second World 
War veteran who landed at Nor¬ 
mandy, helped negotiate a deal 
with the agents, who had been 
travelling around the United 
States looking for Vietnam War 
draft dodgers. 

“If I agreed to go in the mil- 
itaiy, (the FBI) agreed to drop 
the charges of draft evasion,” 
King, 68, said in an interview 
from Toronto ahead of the 40th 
anniversaiy of the end of the 
war on April 30. 

King spent the next 10 
months at two army bases be¬ 
fore fleeing the night before he 
was to be sent off to Vietnam. 
He then hitchhiked to Canada, 
joining thousands of other draft 


dodgers between 1965 and 1975 
who made the journey north of 
the border. 

While it is still unclear how 
many men and women sought 
sanctuary in Canada — the 
countiy labelled draft dodg¬ 
ers as immigrants, as opposed 
to refugees — the federal gov¬ 
ernment estimates up to 40,000 
made the journey. 

Most stayed after the war, 
“making up the largest, best- 
educated group this country 
ever received,” says an archived 
report on the Citizenship and 
Immigration website. 

King, an award-winning 
musician, producer and broad¬ 
caster, said the stories he heard 
from returning soldiers con¬ 
vinced him that he had to leave. 

Not long after reporting to 
Fort Knox in Kentucky and 
joining the army band, King 
received a warning from a ser¬ 
geant who had returned from 
Vietnam. 

King said the sergeant told 
him how the army used its band 
to play music during U.S. inocu¬ 
lation campaigns in Vietnam¬ 
ese villages. 

“They’d use (villagers) as 
guinea pigs, and they would 


use the band as a way to lure 
them out,” he said. 

“The band would go march¬ 
ing into these communities, 
and the first thing that would 
happen is somebody would 
fire on the band and kill the 
front row.” 

Another American musician, 


Eric Nagler, who later found 
fame as a regular on The Ele¬ 
phant Show with Sharon, Lois 
and Bram, crossed from Ver¬ 
mont into Quebec in 1968 at 
the age of 26. 

“I refused to kill anybody,” 
Nagler said in an interview from 
his home outside Toronto. “The 


war was hideously ugly.” 

Jack Todd, a well-known 
sports columnist with the Mont¬ 
real Gazette, fled the United 
States in Januaiy 1970. 

“I was 100 per cent convinced 
the war was wrong,” said Todd, 
68. “ft was probably illegal and 
definitely immoral and hugely

murderous and unwinnable.” 

Nagler, 72, gave himself up 
to authorities when he returned 
to the United States to help 
his family after his father-in- 
law died. 

He was sentenced to three 
years in prison but was ac¬ 
quitted on appeal. Despite 
the acquittal and the eventu¬ 
al pardon of draft dodgers by 
then-president Jimmy Carter 
in 1977, Nagler came back to 
Canada and settled. 

“In Canada, the worst that 
we had was the French-Eng- 
lish problem, and it just pales 
in comparison to the kind of 
lynches and hatred and perse¬ 
cution that goes on in the U.S.,” 
he said. “This is a much, much 
better place to be.” 

King, Nagler and Todd are 
but a few examples of the leg¬ 
acy the Vietnam draft dodgers 
left in Canada, the Canadian press

The world’s only remaining 
male northern white rhino is 
now under armed guard all day 
and night, and an online cam¬ 
paign is looking to raise funds 
to keep these “rhino rangers” 
to help protect the subspecies 
from extinction. 

Kenya’s 01 Pejeta Conserv¬ 
ancy has launched a GoFundMe 
campaign aiming to crowdfund 
75,000 pounds, or $136,000 Can¬ 
adian dollars, to help employ 
rangers to protect 42-year-old 
Sudan and other animals. 

Rhinos have become targets 
for poachers, fuelled by belief 
in Asia that their horns have 
medicinal properties. 

In addition to the armed se¬ 
curity, and using anti-poaching 
dogs, the conservancy attaches 
radio transmitters to the ani¬ 
mals in order to collect intelli¬ 
gence on poaching in the area. 

The 36,400-hectare reserve 
is home to two other northern 
white rhinos, of the only five 
remaining in the world, along 
with 106 critically endan¬ 
gered black rhinos and 20 
southern white rhinos. 

The fate of keeping the 
northern cousins alive rests 
in Sudan and his ability to 
conceive with either of the 
conservancy’s female rhinos.

MIGRATION CRISIS 

Accusations 
fly of religious 
hatred and 
homicide 

Italy’s migration crisis took on 
a deadly new twist Thursday as 
police in Sicily reported that 
Muslim migrants had thrown 
12 Christians overboard during 
a recent crossing from Libya, 
and an aid group said another 
41 were feared drowned in a 
separate incident. 

Palermo police said they had 
detained 15 people suspected 
in the high seas assault, which 


they learned of while inter¬ 
viewing tearful survivors from 
Nigeria and Ghana who had 
arrived in Palermo Wednesday 
morning after being rescued 
at sea by the ship Ellensborg. 

The 15 were accused of mul¬ 
tiple homicide aggravated by 
religious hatred, police said in 
a statement. 

The survivors said they had 
boarded a rubber boat April 14 
on the Libyan coast with 105 
passengers aboard, part of the 
wave of migrants taking ad¬ 
vantage of calm seas and warm 
weather to make the risky cross¬ 
ing from Libya, where most 
smuggling operations originate. 

During the crossing, the 
migrants from Nigeria and

An unprecedented wave 
of migrants has headed 
for the European Union's 
promised shores over the 
past week, with 10,000 
people making the trip. 
Hundreds — nobody 
knows how many — have 
disappeared into the 
warming waters of the 
Mediterranean, including 
41 migrants reported 
dead Thursday after a 
shipwreck. 


Ghana — believed to be Chris¬ 
tians — were threatened with 


being abandoned at sea by some 
15 other passengers from the 
Ivory Coast, Senegal, Mali and 
Guinea Bissau. 

Eventually the threat was 
carried out and 12 were pushed 
overboard. The statement said 
the motive was that the vic¬ 
tims “professed the Christian 
faith while the aggressors were 
Muslim.” 

The surviving Christians, the 
statement said, only managed 
to stay on board by forming a 
“human chain” to resist the 
assault. 

Earlier Thursday, the Inter¬ 
national Organization of Migra¬ 
tion said four migrants who 
were picked up in recent days 
by the Italian Navy reported a 


shipwreck to aid workers after 
arriving in the Italian port of 
Trapani Thursday. Their boat 
had originally been carrying 
45 people; the others are pre¬ 
sumed dead. 

The IOM said the migrants 

— two Nigerians, a Ghanaian 
and one Nigerien (from Niger) 

— were found floating in the 
sea by a helicopter and rescued 
by the Italian Naval ship Foscari. 
They’d left Tripoli in Libya on 
Saturday and stayed adrift four 
days. The location of the rescue 
was not immediately known. 

The new tragedies come just 
days after aid agencies reported 
400 presumed dead in the sink¬ 
ing of another ship near the 
Libyan coast, the associated press

Gyrocopter 
pilot arrested; 
exposes gap 
in U.S. security 

The gyrocopter that landed on 
the lawn of the U.S. Capitol 
“apparently literally flew in 
under the radar,” Homeland 
Security Secretary Jeh Johnson 
said Thursday, as concerned 
lawmakers questioned how it 
was allowed to happen and why. 

Johnson said it’s too soon to 
say whether Wednesday’s inci¬ 
dent should prompt changes in 
security procedures. “I want to 
know all the facts before I reach 
an assessment of what can and 
should be done about gyrocop¬ 
ters in the future,” he said. 

But lawmakers said the inci¬ 
dent exposed a gap in security, 
especially amid revelations that 
the pilot, Florida postal worker 
Doug Hughes, was interviewed 
by the Secret Service almost 
two years ago. The agency ap¬ 
parently determined he did 
not pose a threat, said Rep. 
Elijah Cummings, the senior

Democrat on the House Over¬ 
sight and Government Reform 
Committee.

electoral 

platforms 

It’s a common refrain: Polit¬ 
icians are all the same. The 
party platforms released this 
week for Britain’s May 7 elec¬ 
tion tell a more diverse story, 
revealing, amid their hundreds 
of pages, which party wants 
to bring an NBA team to Brit¬ 
ain and which has pledged to 
help bees. 

British political manifestos 
lay out in detail each party’s 
plans for government. The con¬ 
tents are important, but so is 
the manifesto launch, a tele¬ 
vised rally-cum-press confer¬ 
ence designed to cement the 
party brand. 

Ill-considered policies can re¬ 
turn to haunt parties. In 2010, 
the Liberal Democrats made a 
promise to abolish university 
tuition fees. Then the party 
joined a coalition government 
that tripled them. It has since 
lost more than half its support. 

And poor preparation can 
be an embarrassment. U.K. In¬ 


dependence Party leader Nigel 
Farage has said his party’s 2010 
manifesto was “drivel. I didn’t 
read it.” He promised Wednes¬ 
day that he has “read, absorbed 
and understood” every word 
this time around. 

Economically, Britain has 
had a rocky time since the 
2008 financial crisis, and all 


parties are trying to convince 
voters that they will keep the 
economic recovery on track. 

Conservatives and Labour, 
the two biggest parties, both 
promise to cut the deficit, crack 
down on tax evasion and help 
“hardworking families.” 

The centre-right Conserva¬ 
tives want to show they sup¬ 


port working people and not 
just the rich. They’re promising 
an extension of former Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher’s 
iconic “right to buy” policy that 
let thousands of social-housing 
tenants buy their own homes 
in the 1980s. 

Left-leaning Labour is striv¬ 
ing to appear fiscally respon¬ 


sible, so the first page of its 
manifesto promises that a 
Labour government will cut 
the deficit every year. 

Immigration is UKIP’s centre¬ 
piece, and has driven the once- 
ffinge party up to third place in 
opinion polls. UKIP’s manifesto 
promises to leave the European 
Union, “take back control of 


our borders” and restrict im¬ 
migration to skilled workers 
needed by the British economy. 

Britain’s complex relation¬ 
ship with Europe and the wider 
world is another underlying 
election issue. 

Under pressure from UKIP, 
Cameron’s Tories have prom¬ 
ised a referendum on European 
Union membership by 2017. 

Labour says the Conserva¬ 
tives have left Britain “side¬ 
lined in Europe and isolated 
abroad,” and argues it’s essen¬ 
tial Britain stays in the EU. 
The Liberal Democrats are also 
staunchly pro-Europe, but say 
they will cut bureaucracy and 
waste. 

Other electoral promises are 
stranger. The Conservatives 
have vowed to build “greater 
links with the U.S. National 
Football League, the Nation¬ 
al Basketball Association and 
Major League Baseball, with 
the ultimate ambition of new 
franchises being based here.” 
Meanwhile, the animal-friendly 
Greens say they would ban foie 
gras, outlaw monkeys as pets 
and “help bees” by banning 
the use of pesticides.

Accused shot gun to "scare’ victim: Defence 


The doctor who performed the 
autopsy on a college baseball 
player from Australia who was 
shot in the back while jogging 
in Oklahoma said Thursday 
that even immediate medical 
attention would not have saved 
his life. 

“Apart from a miracle, no,” 
said Dr. Inas Yacoub, a foren¬ 
sic pathologist with the state 
medical examiner’s office. 
Yacoub testified in the first- 
degree murder trial of 17-year- 


old Chancey Allen Luna, who is 
charged with shooting Christo¬ 
pher Lane, 22, in August 2013, 
that he recovered a .22-calibre 
bullet from Lane’s body. 

“Despite being small, it 
damaged vital structures and 
caused significant bleeding,” 
Yacoub told jurors, striking two 
major blood vessels, punctur¬ 
ing both lungs and breaking 
two ribs. 

The victim’s mother, Donna 
Lane, wiped tears from her 


face when prosecutors showed 
jurors a photo of the bloody 
T-shirt her son was wearing. 

Defence attorneys acknow¬ 
ledge that Luna fired the fatal 
shot but say he was only try¬ 
ing to scare Lane, a native of 
Melbourne, Australia, who was 
in Oklahoma on a college base¬ 
ball scholarship. Luna is not 
expected to testify and the de¬ 
fence indicated it may call just 
one witness, Luna’s mother, 
Jennifer Luna. She said outside 


the courthouse that she doesn’t 
believe her son is guilty, de¬ 
spite his attorneys’ comments 
to the juiy. 

“Those are court-appointed 
lawyers. If I had the money to 
get a real lawyer, it wouldn’t go 
this way,” Jennifer Luna said. 

“If my son did it, it wasn’t 
on purpose. It wasn’t meant to 
be. My son would never inten¬ 
tionally tiy to hurt somebody.”

SOUTH KOREA 

Relatives 
unmoved by 
leader’s vow to 
salvage vessel 

With public anger and grief 
raw one year after a feriy sink¬ 
ing killed 304 people. South 
Korea’s president promised 
on Thursday to raise the sub¬ 
merged vessel, even as rela¬ 
tives of the victims snubbed 
her appearance at a mourning 
ceremony. 

Black-clad relatives and their 
supporters remembered the 
dead, most of whom were high 
school students, on the anni¬ 
versary of the sinking of the 
Sewol in one of the country’s 
worst maritime disasters. 

In the evening, tens of thou¬ 
sands of mourners including 
family members and students 
joined a rally in downtown 
Seoul, where relatives have pro¬ 
tested for months. The group 
tried to march to a memorial 
hall but was blocked by large 
numbers of police, who used 
tear gas. 

Earlier in the day, relatives 
blocked the prime minister 
from attending a mourning 
event. They cancelled another 
ceremony because of what they 
called government indifference 
to their plight. 

There’s frustration among 


South Koreans who see their 
government as having failed 
to make meaningful improve¬ 
ments to safety standards and 
hold high-level officials ac¬ 
countable for a disaster blamed 
in part on incompetence and 
corruption. 

Hours before a trip abroad. 
President Park Geun-hye visited 
a small port near the site of the 
sinking to offer condolences 
to bereaved relatives. Most, 
however, refused to meet her 
to protest the government’s 
response. 

Park gave a speech anyway, 
announcing plans to salvage 
the ferry — a demand of the 
relatives. She said only that 
the operation would happen 
“as soon as possible.” 

Flags at public buildings 
were lowered to half-staff and 
a minute of silence was ob¬ 
served in Ansan, the city that 
lost nearly an entire class of 
students on a doomed field trip 
to a southern resort island. A 
private ceremony was planned 
at Danwon High School in the 
evening. 

Relatives cancelled a me¬ 
morial service in Ansan that 
thousands were planning to 
attend. They expressed anger 
over Park not visiting the site 
and not giving a firm commit¬ 
ment for a deeper investigation 
into what they say is govern¬ 
ment responsibility for the 
sinking and botched rescue.

Deal would 
give 60 per cent 
majority share 
to TPG Capital 

Emotions are running high at 
Cirque du soleil as the company 
is preparing to announce the 
sale of the famed Quebec circus 
troupe on Monday even though 
co-founder Guy Laliberte has yet 
to fully sign off on the trans¬ 
action. 

Employees are sad because an 
era in one of Quebec’s creative 
success stories seems to be on 
the verge of change, said a for¬ 
mer senior official who remains 
close to old colleagues. 

“I’m very emotional because 
it’s the end of something extra- 
ordinaiy,” said the source, who 
didn’t want to be identified. 

Laliberte told workers on 
Wednesday he had not yet con¬ 
cluded a sale agreement, which 
reports say would be for some¬ 
thing under $2 bilhon. 

“To be perfectly honest, there 


are a lot of discussions taking 
place at the moment,” Laliberte 
wrote in a short email. “However, 
and as I usually do, be sure that 
you will be the first informed.” 

Sources close to the deal say 
U.S. private equity firm TPG 
Capital is close to completing a 
deal that involves Quebec pen¬ 
sion fund manager the Caisse 
de depot and a large Chinese 
investment fund. 

Laliberte would reportedly 
continue to hold 10 per cent of 
the company after the sale and 
the Caisse another 10 per cent, 
with TPG holding 60 per cent 
and China’s Fosun Capital the 
remaining 20 per cent. 

The new owners plan to main¬ 
tain the Cirque’s headquarters in 
Montreal and would expand its 
global operations by opening a 
support office in Shanghai, where 
Fosun is based. 

“Any transaction would in¬ 
volve both the management 
and creative soul of the com¬ 
pany remaining in Montreal,” 
said a source close to the deal. 
“TPG veiy much appreciates the 
unique cultural heritage of the 
Cirque.”

TPG is the world’s largest 
casino owner with a stake in 
Caesar’s Entertainment, while 
Fosun owns Club Med resorts. 

While the Quebec government 
has said it wants the Cirque’s 
head office to remain in the 
province in the event of a sale.

Thursday in the legislature that 
it won’t intervene in “a private 
transaction.” 

The purchase price is report¬ 
edly less than what Laliberte 
was seeking. But after a 30-year 
run, it’s natural for a billionaire 
entrepreneur to sell his com¬ 
pany as the product matures, 
competition increases and the 
public reacts more slowly to the 
offering, said Nadeau, who now

A national class-action law¬ 
suit has been filed against 
Bell Canada over alleged 
breaches of privacy arising 
from its recently discon¬ 
tinued target ads program.

"If allowed 
to proceed, it constitutes a 
threat to the core privacy 
rights of all Canadians."

Last week I went to a sad 
birthday party to which I was 
the seventh and last guest to 
arrive. There’s nothing wrong 
with a small party, unless it 
wasn’t planned as a small 
party. 

What made this one par¬ 
ticularly heartbreaking was 
that in the middle of the room 
sat a giant charcuterie plate 
— picture a surfboard covered 
in salami and pate. When the 
butcher (charcuterie artist?) 
had asked how many guests 
were expected, the birthday 
girl had estimated 25 based 
on her Faceboolc invite: 28 
“attending,” nine “maybes.” 
With me as the final arrival, 
let’s just say she was eating 
salty meats for several days 


afterward. 

With this not being the first 
under-attended party I’ve been 
at over the past year, I got 
to wondering: has Faceboolc 
made us flakier than skin in 
winter? 

I’ve suffered similar hu¬ 
miliations. When I threw a 
party last New Year’s Eve, my 
Faceboolc invitation boasted 
30 confirmed attendees. In¬ 
stead, I rang in 2014 among 
an awkward mix of 11 people 
I kind of knew. The biggest 
sting wasn’t just people not 
showing up; it was who hadn’t 
shown up — close friends 
who’d made comments on the 
invite like, “See you tonight!” 
and “Can’t wait!” 

Should auld acquaintance 
be forgot? Uh, if you’re not 
even going to show up to my 
party, then yeah, forget you. 
The only thing worse than 
waking up on Jan. 1 hung over 
after a big party is waking up 


hung over after a tiny party. 
“Happy New Year! You’re a 
loser!” 

People have been bailing 
on plans since the beginning 
of time — I’m sure there was 
once a lonely caveman stand¬ 
ing in an empty cave with an 
abundance of fire and paleo 
snacks — but because of the 
removed nature of “e-vites,” 
our inability to commit is 
out of control. Clicking on 
a virtual button is way less 
of an emotional investment 
than speaking or making eye 
contact. 

And I get it: Faceboolc and 
other social-networking sites 
have expanded my IRL social 
fife greatly. I’m a comedian, 
so I have 2,033 FB friends. I 
probably know like 42 of them 
(and like like 15 of them) but 
I get invited to ALL of their 
events. 

It’s only human: you see an 
invite and you want to look 


like you care, you want to 
look social, so you press “Go¬ 
ing” or “Join.” But often we 
click whether we intend to go 
or not, forgetting that at the 
other end of the Internet is a 
friend or acquaintance who 
sees our acceptance with glee. 
That person then starts excit¬ 
edly planning and vacuuming 
and putting melon balls and 
prosciutto on toothpicks. 

There is a disconnect be¬ 
tween your mouse and that 
person’s feelings that we need 
to address. We need to revisit 
our callous clicking because 
the more you try to look like 
you care online, the more of 
an uncaring monster you look 
in real fife.

Ghomeshi to rule with 
impunity a long time 1 





I've worked at public broad¬ 
casters and I know so-called 
host culture. 

Why doesn't CBC executive 
Heather Conway? 

She and other Mother Corp 
leaders appeared humbled 
yesterday in the face of a 
scathing report on workplace 
culture at Q — sorry, q. We 
apologize, we fully accept 
the report's findings and we'll 
implement the recommenda¬ 
tions swiftly, they chanted. 

The report found that 
a range of abuses by Jian 
Ghomeshi went unchecked 
and host culture played a key 
role. But pressed on how CBC 
would deal with host culture, 
Conway downplayed its very 
existence. "I'm not sure that 
host culture, or the premise, 
is an excuse for managers 
not managing," she said. She 
also rejected the idea it's a 
problem with other hosts. 

Well, I'd refer Conway 
back to that report the CBC 
commissioned, because in 
the words of one witness, it's 
"definitely an issue." 

Also known as "keeping 
the talent happy" — a phrase 
I picked up while working 
for the CBC and BBC — host 
culture means that "my voice 
next to his would mean noth¬ 
ing," as one alleged Ghomeshi 
victim has told media. 

Now that Ghomeshi's gone, 
though, we shouldn't worry, 
according to Conway. 

That's despite the fact that 
the report dedicated a whole 
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section to host culture and 
how it enabled Ghomeshi to 
rule with impunity, and de¬ 
spite the fact that witnesses 
said it's been a problem at the 
broadcaster "for a long time." 

Host culture is not some 
kind of Q anomaly. Egos in 
media are notorious for a rea¬ 
son. Ghomeshi's an extreme 
example of a subtle and 
pervasive hierarchy where 
the face of a program gets 
deferential treatment due to 
their pivotal and public role in 
a program's success. 

And maybe the worst thing 
about host culture is how 
closely tied it is to the kind 
of celebrity the CBC was 
chasing in Ghomeshi. The ce¬ 
lebrity that helped him reach 
those ugly heights and kept 
him there too long. We know 
from other cases, such as the 
horrific Jimmy Savile child- 
abuse scandal at the BBC, 
that placating and protecting 
celebrity talent is dangerous. 

To deny that role in the 
Ghomeshi affair, or even to 
reject its presence elsewhere 
in the CBC, will only do one 
thing: protect the powerful. 

CBC leadership is promis¬ 
ing a "culture shift." They're 
going to clean up the mess 
of inadequate policies and 
management failures. They're 
going to make the hierarchy 
clear, and the host won't be at 
the top of it, so they say. 

But that means nothing 
if host culture persists. Oh 
sorry, I forgot. It doesn't exist.

Kruger or Jason Voorhees, but 
great horror films are always 
about something other than 
the thrills and chills. 

To be truly effective, scary 
pictures must tap into a col¬ 
lective anxiety; societal hot 
buttons that elevate the frights 
to a new level. 

For instance, Frankenstein 
plays on people’s fear of sci¬ 
ence while Godzilla is an ob¬ 
vious cultural metaphor for 
nuclear weapons in reaction 
to the devastation of the 
bombings of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki and you don’t have 
to be Sigmund Freud to see 
Dracula as the metaphorical 
embodiment of everything 
from drug addiction and old 
age to alternative lifestyles 
and capitalism. 

Perhaps the most socially 
self-aware horror film of all is 
Night of the Living Dead. It’s 


got zombies galore but direc¬ 
tor George A. Romero had the 
braaaiiins to include a subtext 
that echoed the contemporary 
state of America’s race rela¬ 
tions, the horrors of Vietnam 
and cynicism with govern¬ 
ment. It’s the best of both 
worlds: a thought-provoking 
movie that gushes with gore. 

Film historian Linda Badley 
suggests Night of the Living 
Dead horrifies because the 
zombies weren’t bizarre crea¬ 
tures from outer space or from 
Dr. Frankenstein’s laboratory, 


but because, “They’re us.” 

This weekend a new film, 
Unfriended, turns the cam¬ 
era, or in this case the Skype 
screen, on us in an eerie story 
about bullying. 

On the surface, Unfriended 
may look like a cheapo teen 
horror flick with a cast of un¬ 
knowns — which it is, but so 
was Night of the Living Dead 
— but by basing the plot in 
the world of social media and 
the bad behaviour that comes 
along with anonymous ava¬ 
tars, it becomes a ripped-from- 


the-headlines comment on a 
very touchy societal subject. 

The movie begins a year 
after Laura, a popular high 
school student, has been cyber 
shamed into killing herself. 

A teenage girl is on a group 
Skype session when she begins 
to receive cryptic and threat¬ 
ening messages from Laura’s 
old account. As the movie un¬ 
folds, secrets are revealed and 
the danger is amped up. 

The mysterious killer is a 
hoary old horror convention, 
but here it’s told in the con¬ 
temporary language of mil- 
lennials. 

Unsurprisingly, the movie 
has already sparked the in¬ 
terest of the Y Generation — 
the trailer garnered almost 
300,000 Twitter comments on 
its first day. Millenials relate 
to the setting (by and large, 
it takes place on a computer 


screen) and are all too familiar 
with the everyday brutality 
of Twitter, Faceboolc, Skype, 
Instagram and Spotify. 

They understand what a 
minefield the web can be and 
the filmmakers realized the 
narrative possibilities of cre¬ 
ating cinema’s first deadly In¬ 
ternet troll. Freddy Kruger is 
your father’s baddie; the new 
horror comes in bits and bytes. 

Similar to Psycho’s Norman 
Bates or the undead of 28 Days 
Later, the kids of Unfriended 
tell a very specific story — 
the sad tale of a teen suicide 
— that becomes a universal 
horror tale by making the 
characters and setting ordin¬ 
ary and relatable. 

Like the best of classic fright 
films, it breathes new life into 
a form we’ve seen before by 
recontextualizing it for a new 
generation.

Ex Machina puts face

With Guitar Hero and Rock Band 
preparing new editions for later 
in 2015, band-based video games 
have gone from rock star fantasy 
to ignominy before this year’s 
comeback. 

The beginnings 

Inspired by a Japanese arcade 
franchise GuitarFreaks, Massa¬ 
chusetts studio Harmonix pro¬ 
duced a console equivalent in 
2005’s Guitar Hero, powered by 
special guitar-shaped control¬ 
lers — an immediate, industiy- 
changing success. 

Harmonix’s partner RedOc- 
tane was acquired by Activision, 
who then published 2006 sequel 
Guitar Hero II. By that time, 
Harmonix had started work¬ 
ing on an expanded vision of 
its original concept. 

In the band 

2007’s Rock Band took lead, 
rhythm and bass guitar ele¬ 
ments, integrating aspects of 
GuitarFrealcs sibling DrumMania 
and Harmonix’s earlier Karaoke 
Revolution. Players could now 
drum a plastic kit or sing. Like¬ 
wise, 2008’s Guitar Hero World 
Tour supported a similar range 
of instrument-shaped controllers 
and multi-track songs. 

Five fully fledged titles were 
released over the course of2009: 
Activision diversified by offering 
Guitar Hero 5, pop variant Band 
Hero, and the tumtablist’s DJ 


Hero, while Harmonix had li¬ 
censed spin-offs Lego Rock Band 
and The Beatles: Rock Band. 
Half a dozen more supplement¬ 
al song packs were also made 
available. 

Rock bottom 

But as it turned out, 2007 entiy 
Guitar Hero III had marked the 
genre’s peak. By the end of 2010, 
several Guitar Hero teams had 
closed and Harmonix had parted 
with then-owner Viacom, focus¬ 
ing instead on Dance Central 
and Disney’s Fantasia: Music 
Evolved for Microsoft. 

Further innovation came 
from an unexpected source. 
Ubisoft stepped in with 201 l’s 
full-on guitar tutor Roclcsmith. 
It proved genuinely capable of 
teaching musical skills. 

Comeback tour 

A rejuvenated Harmonix is re¬ 
turning to a vision of social, 
shared, party-vibe experiences 
for late 2015’s Rock Band 4. 

Meanwhile, Activision’s come¬ 
back Guitar Hero Live takes a 
different approach to authen¬ 
ticity. Its guitar controller has 
six wood-toned buttons that 
help approximate real chord 
shapes. Visually, it leverages 
rock concert footage to create 
an immediate, on-stage view. 
More than technical masteiy, 
this is now about selling an ad¬ 
renalin experience, afp

Ex Machina is an unusual 
way to do a sci-fi film: It’s very 
stripped down, its effects 
organic to the narrative. At 
times, with its single digit 
characters, it plays like a play. 
It’s a chamber piece. To be 
able to have such long scenes 
is veiy rare. Very often you 
start a scene, you start to get 
into it, and then it’s over. You 
find a certain path you hadn’t 
taken in another take. In this 


film you really had the chance 
to execute whatever new influ¬ 
ences or directions you found. 

The question in the film is 
whether Ava, your robotic 
character, genuinely thinks 
and feels independent ofher 
programming. How did you 
approach that? 

With any part, even when 
you’re tiying to create a new 
character, you can at least 
relate to the fact that they’re 
human. With this you couldn’t 
even do that. 

I figured that because they 
were questioning whether 
she was real or not that her 
maker must have come veiy 
far (in programming her). I 
wanted her to come veiy close 
to that idea. Alex (Garland, the 
writer-director) was veiy open 
about it. I basically had a blank 
sheet. It was one of those roles 
you really want because you’re 
quite terrified and scared of 
taking it on, but you do get to 
tiy whatever you want. 


It’s a film that gets at the 
heart ofwhat defines con¬ 
sciousness: She’s designed, 
but in a sense we all are. 

I could ask myself 10,000 ques¬ 
tions. If I said something did I 
know that I said it? Did I have 
any intention of saying it? 

Was it something I was 


programmed to say or some¬ 
thing I learned?

Sitting in a room with Holly¬ 
wood legend Michael Douglas 
is a borderline supernatural 
experience. 

Not only is Douglas bona 
fide cinema royalty (he is the 
son of the iconic Kirk Douglas 
and a veteran award-winning 
actor and producer in his own 
right), but it was only a few 
short years ago that he wasn’t 
expected to live, written off 
as terminal by tabloids and 
reliable news portals alike as 
he battled the late stages of 
a rare kind of throat cancer. 

But survive Douglas did 
and, against all odds, he even 
thrived, first winning a well- 
deserved Emmy for his por¬ 
trayal of Liberace in Steven 


Soderbergh’s Behind the Can¬ 
delabra, then signing on as 
the lead in Marvel’s upcoming 
Ant-Man and now, serving as 
the co-star and producer of 
director Jean-Baptiste Leo- 
netti’s pulse-pounding new 
thriller Beyond the Reach. 


The film (based on a young- 
adult book called Deathwatch 
by Robb White) sees Douglas 
playing a kind of rugged riff 
on his Wall Street character, 
Gordon Gelcko, as a million¬ 
aire game hunter who takes 
a young man (Jeremy Irvine) 


with him into the Mojave De¬ 
sert to hunt a rare big-horned 
ram. When tragedy strikes, 
the desperate Douglas turns 
his target on his protege, 
with terrifying results. It’s a 
fine film with a full-throttle, 
unhinged and unpredictable

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Goodall’s crusade 
for chimps goes on 


NATURE FILM 

Primatologist 
hopes film will 
ignite kids’ 
imagination 

When Jane Goodall was a child, 
her mother took her to see 
one of the many Tarzan mov¬ 
ies, starring loincloth-clad 
Johnny Weissmuller with his 
famous yodelling call as the 
infant raised to adulthood by 
fictional great apes. 

“I burst into tears and 
she had to take me out,” the 
primatologist and arguably 
the world’s leading expert on 
wild chimpanzees recalls. “That 
wasn’t Tarzan ... my Tarzan 
was my own imagination from 
reading the (Edgar Rice Bur¬ 
roughs) books.” 

At 81, Goodall is determined 
to continue igniting the im¬ 
agination of youngsters, nur¬ 
turing new generations of con¬ 
servationists. 

Goodall talked to Torstar 
News at the TIFF Bell Lightbox 
in Toronto Sunday prior to 
introducing the latest Disney- 
nature animal film, Monkey 
Kingdom, at a TIFF Kids screen¬ 
ing. The movie opens Friday. 

Although Goodall took no 
part in making Monkey King¬ 
dom, she is a Disneynature Am¬ 
bassador, making occasional 
appearances when films in the 
series screen.

She may have done countless 
interviews and photo shoots 
during her lengthy career as 
a researcher and activist but 
having her picture taken is 
clearly the least favourite part 
of Goodall’s work. “I’d rather 
go to the dentist,” she said with 
a slight smile of resignation. 

She’s constantly travelling, 
making public appearances and 
speeches, encouraging kids to 
get involved with her Roots & 
Shoots global conservation pro¬ 


gram and making twice yearly 
working visits to Tanzania’s 
Gombe Stream National Park 
and the research institute that 
bears her name. 

It’s where Goodall began her 
research 55 years ago. 

“I felt I was so lucky to have 
the forest and the chimps to 
myself all those years. It was 
amazing,” Goodall recalled of 
the first decades following her 
arrival in 1960.

Narrated by Tina Fey, 
Monkey Kingdom fol¬ 
lows a troupe of macaque 
monkeys in Sri Lanka, fo¬ 
cusing on a young mother 
called Maya. 

Goodall said the hier¬ 
archical society and so¬ 
cial climbing that weaves 
through Monkey Kingdom 
is not common to chim¬ 
panzees but it is similar to 
baboons, which are also 
studied at Gombe.

Director thrilled film Sicario chosen for Cannes 


Quebec film director Denis Ville- 
neuve’s longtime dream has 
come true. 

His star-studded English-lan¬ 
guage project Sicario is head¬ 
ed to the Cannes Film Festival 
and will vie for the Palme d’or 
against 16 other films, includ¬ 
ing Todd Haynes’s Carol, Paolo 
Sorrentino’s Youth, and Gus Van 
Sant’s The Sea of Trees. 

For the maker of films includ¬ 


ing Prisoners, Polytechnique and 
the Oscar-nominated Incendies, 
the selection for the prestigious 
festival is a thrill.

“I’m really moved that I’ll be 
able to participate this year with 
this film and I wasn’t expecting 
to be chosen.” 

Villeneuve’s latest feature is 


set along the border between 
Mexico and the United States 
and follows an FBI agent tackling 
the brutal world of international 
drug trafficking. 

Sicario stars Emily Blunt, 
Benicio Del Toro and Josh Bro- 
lin and is set for release in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Villeneuve, 47, was particu¬ 
larly happy with the selection 
— he found out about it three 


weeks ago — given the difficulty 
he encountered in funding the 
venture. 

“It wasn’t easy to finance at 
the outset because it’s a very 
dark film,” he said. “It’s a dark 
poem, pretty violent and whose

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Keep your 
pets cool 
and safe 

With warmer weather right around the 
corner, it’s a good time to consider a poten¬ 
tially life-threatening event for animals: heat 
stroke. 

“Although we most frequently see dogs 
with heat stroke, it can also happen to other 
pets,” says Dr. Petra Warnoclc, Emergency 
Veterinarian at The Edmonton Veterinarians’ 
Emergency Clinic. 

Heat stroke is caused by a high body 
temperature (hyperthermia). A normal dog 
temperature is around 38.5 degrees; heat 
stroke can occur as it rises above 40 degrees, 
damaging the nervous system, heart, gastro¬ 
intestinal system, kidneys, liver and blood¬ 
clotting ability. 

The classic scenario is a pet left in a car on 
a warm day — even on days that don’t feel 
hot, the temperature inside a car can increase 
by as much as 20 degrees in one hour. Other 
risk factors include being muzzled in a warm 
environment, too little drinking water, too 
much exercise in the heat, obesity, a dark 
coat and a pre-existing medical condition.

Signs of heat stroke include gums that 
turn bright red, bluish or purple; loud gasp¬ 
ing or panting; increased salivation; restless¬ 
ness; weakness; and vomiting. Should your 
pet exhibit any of these signs, cool them off 
with water in a cool, shaded area and get 
them to a vet as soon as possible. 

Heat stroke is a serious medical emergency 
that can quickly turn deadly. Prevention is 
the key, so be watchful as temperatures start 
to rise. Enjoy the heat, but help your pets stay 
cool this summer.

A trip to Nashville wouldn’t 
be complete without a visit 
to the honky-tonks of lower 
Broadway and a pilgrimage to 
the “mother church of coun¬ 
try music,” the Ryman Audi¬ 
torium, but once you’ve hit 
those, consider a trip across 
the river to Nashville’s hip¬ 
pest neighbourhood. 

East Nashville started out 
as a separate city of coun¬ 
try estates, enjoying a post- 
Civil War boom in the 1870s 
and 1880s, according to local 
historian and East Nashville 
resident Jim Hoobler. 

Beginning in 1916, a huge 
fire, the Great Depression 
and flight to the suburbs took 
their toll. Restoration of the 
area’s many Victorian homes 
and bungalows began in the 
1970s, and has helped turn 
it into one of the city’s most 
desirable neighbourhoods. 

Eat, drink and walk 
Nashville 

Today, visitors can easily 
spend a day or more sampling 
East Nashville’s boutiques, 
restaurants, brew pubs and 
clubs. There are too many 
fun spots to list them all, 
but a good place to start is 
the pedestrian-friendly Five 
Points neighbourhood. 

Here Marche Artisan Foods 
(1000 Main St.) serves up 
a European-style seasonal 


menu in a sunny room that 
is always packed. In addition 
to sit-down meals, Marche 
sells baked goods and locally 
sourced packaged food. 

Chef Margot McCormack 
has another popular restau¬ 
rant nearby, Margot Cafe 
and Bar (1017 Woodland St.), 
which serves rustic French 
and Italian cuisine for din¬ 


ner and Sunday brunch. Res¬ 
ervations can be hard to get, 
but sometimes there’s room 
at the bar. 

A cheaper, humbler meal 
can be found at I Dream of 
Weenie (113 S. 11th St.), a 
hotdog restaurant run out 
of an old Volkswagen bus. 
Across the street is the Pied 
Piper Creamery (114 S. 11th 


St.), where a signature fla¬ 
vour is Trailer Trash: vanilla 
ice cream with Oreo, Twix, 
Butterfinger, Nestle Crunch, 
Snickers, M&Ms and Reese’s 
Pieces. 

New Yorlc-style Five Points 
Pizza (1012 Woodland St.) of¬ 
fers a good selection of local 
and regional craft beers. 

For shopping, a row of tiny 


boutiques called The Idea 
Hatchery (1108 Woodland St.) 
includes everything from an 
all-local bookstore (East Side 
Story) to a gourmet oatmeal 
shop (Haulin’ Oats) with lots 
of vintage and kitsch in be¬ 
tween. 

Another cluster of bou¬ 
tiques, The Shoppes on 
Fatherland (1006 Father¬ 


land St.), is within walking 
distance. Or rent a bicycle 
for the trip from the nearby 
Nashville B-cycle station (109 
S. 11th St.). Basic rentals are 
$5 for the first hour, $1.50 
each additional half-hour. 

Don’t miss Jones Fly Co., 
where workers tie feath¬ 
ers and animal hair around 
tiny hooks, making mock 
bug lures that anglers use 
to fool fish. 

For a moment of calm, visit 
High Garden, selling both 
traditional teas and herbal 
infusions with names such 
as “overworked,” ’’warrior 
blend“ and ’’airway to heav¬ 
en." Take a bag to go or share 
a pot with a friend in the 
small seating area. There’s a 
selection of books and games 
for the tables, but laptops are 
not allowed. Yes, you read 
that correctly. 

“This is not a place to es¬ 
cape, it’s a place to be,” co¬ 
owner Leah Larabell explains. 

'Southern artisan 
chocolate' 

Six blocks away is Olive and 
Sinclair Chocolate Co. (1628 
Fatherland St.), where Scott 
Witherow roasts, stone- 
grinds and sells what he calls 
“Southern artisan chocolate.” 
If it’s a Saturday, you can tour 
the factory for $5, including 
your very own hairnet. 

At Barista Parlor (519 B 
Gallatin Ave.), the coffees 
have complicated back stories 
and can be served cold with 
mixers that make them feel 
more like cocktails. Food in¬ 
cludes inventive house-made 
“Pop’s Tarts,” doughnuts and

Volunteers energize city

Eveiy year in this city, thousands 
of ordinary people volunteer 
their time, skills and efforts to 
hundreds of different organiza¬ 
tions and initiatives. From help¬ 
ing serve meals to the homeless 
to organizing triathlons for elite 
athletes, Edmonton’s army of 
volunteers happily give it up for 
their community. 

Half of all Albertans volun¬ 
teer. Our 50 per cent volunteer 
rate is higher than the national 
average of 44 per cent. Across 
the countiy, Statistics Canada 
reports that in 2013, Canadians 
volunteered 2 billion hours — 
that’s the equivalent of about 1 
million full-time jobs. 

The people who are giving 
of their time are as different as 
the causes they support. Fam¬ 
ilies, teenagers, seniors; there is 
no one typical volunteer. Some 
people start volunteering because 
of a personal connection to an 
organization. Others, new to the 
city or the countiy, want to meet 
people in their new community. 


Often, newly retired people turn 
to volunteering to keep active 
and involved. 

In recent years, it seems vol¬ 
unteers and donors across the 
countiy are steadily getting a 
little older. Statistics Canada re¬ 
ports that in 2013, 28 per cent 
of all Canadian volunteers were 
aged 55 or over, up from 23 per 
cent in 2004. The agency reports 
that this trend “could have many 
consequences for the voluntary 
and philanthropy sector in terms 
of the type of volunteer activ¬ 
ities, the types of organizations 
benefiting from volunteerism 
and charitable giving, and the 
dollar amount of monetary con¬ 
tributions.” 

On average, Canadians who 
volunteered put in an annual 
average of 154 hours over the 
course of the year, according to 
the 2013 Statistics Canada infor¬ 
mation. From Little League to 
the Food Bank, and hundreds of 
groups in between, there is no 
shortage of worthy organizations 
Edmontonians like to support. 

Music companies, artistic fes¬ 
tivals, theatre groups, health 
research and advocacy, sports 


organizations, social sustainabil¬ 
ity for marginalized people to 
neighbourhood initiatives just 
around the corner — we care 
about and pitch in for a very 
long list of causes.

The average annual amount 
per donor was $531, up $61 
from 2010. 

More than 80 per cent of 
all Canadians donate money 
to a charitable or non-profit 
organization. In 2013, that 
amounted to giving $12.8 
billion to charitable or non¬ 
profit organizations, up 14 
per cent from 2010. 

Of that amount, 41 per 
cent ($5.2 billion) was given 
to religious organizations, 13 
per cent ($1.7 billion) went 
to health organizations and 
12 per cent ($1.6 billion) 
went to social services organ¬ 
izations.

really get a sense of where the 
city’s at through these kinds 
of arts and cultural spaces.”

Wednesday was Kevin Lowe’s 
birthday, and as such the 
Oilers’ official Twitter page 
wished him (and assistant 
coach Keith Acton, coincident- 
ally) a happy one. 

Of course the thread was 
immediately set upon by 
angiy Edmonton fans who felt 
they were being trolled — or 
wanted to do some trolling 
themselves. Surely the Oilers 
knew the fan base had a little 
bit of vitriol when the topic of 
the team’s president of hock¬ 
ey operations came up. 

Perhaps this was all too per¬ 
fect for Edmonton’s season, 
one in which the first-down 
marker was moved, but so 
were the goalposts again. 

That is to say, the team went 
nowhere. 

But the season has finished, 
so let’s do some quick awards. 

MVP 

Jordan Eberle was the team’s 
best possession player after 
David Perron was traded, lead¬ 
ing the team in shot attempts 
(what used to be known as 
Corsi) with plus-19. For per¬ 
spective, Drew Doughty of 
the Kings was plus-410 to lead 
the NHL — but you could 
also point out that LA. didn’t

theless, Eberle also led the Oil¬ 
ers in scoring with 63 points 
in 81 games.

Other candidates 
would be Ryan Nugent-Hop- 
kins and Benoit Pouliot. 

Unsung Hero: 

Matt Hendricks did a lot of 
dirty work for the Oilers this 
season. He started only 20 
percent of his shifts in the of¬ 
fensive zone, which is pretty 
stunning. Hendricks was also 
a mainstay on the penalty kill 
— and yes, it was one of the 
worst PI< units in the league, 
but I’m tiying to be positive 
here. 

Rookie of the Year: 

Oscar Klefbom came in highly 
touted, and even with that, 
he impressed as the season 
went on. In terms of relative 
shot attempts, he was the 
best on the Oilers, meaning 
possession when he was on 
the ice was much better than 
when he wasn’t. The Swedish 
youngster also finished the 
campaign with the second- 
most average ice time on the 
team with 22 minutes per 
night — only Justin Schultz 
played more at 22:36 — and 
Schultz logged more than 
two minutes more per game 
on the power play. Klefbom 
is part of the Oilers’ future, 
but it was good to see him be 
a vital part of the present as 
well, even in another down 
year.
